The country physicians are paid to at- 
tend them and the total thns-diabursed 
in 1895, the first year the scheme waa 
practically in operation, amounted to 
1,771.478 franca. Each one of the !>,- 
COO practitioner* received, on an aver- 
age, about i«> franca. 


The average to each physician ia 90 


pa tien ta, with three or four mit« to 
each at about 30 cente (a franc and a 
half), for each visit. 


The total expense includee hospital 


and midwife service, transportation,
